investigation was prompted by purely 
political reasons. | 

De. Aven charged thut “there are 
rumors that the committee, in its 
collective force, both last year aiid 
this year, is said to have protected 
eertain classes of criminais. and cer- 
tain practitioners of vice, and an ap 
parent confirmation of this latter 
charge is foumd in the fact that the 
comfnittees of 1923 and i924 have, 
from time to time, retained in the 
service, reinstated and prumoted mem- 
bers of the force who have been guilty 
ot sharp and questionable,. and’ in 
some instances, criminal practices.” 

Police on Uneasy Seat. 

Dr. Aven further claimed that there 
is “universal uneasiness and appre: 
hension in the ranks of city policemen, 
and that casual inquiry into the rea- 
sons for this state of unrest develops 
the information that the committee 
has pursued an uucertain and vacillar.- 
ing policy in its management of the 
department.” 

Among other serious allegations 
brought by Dr. Aven against’ mem- 
bers of the “police committee were 
that they ‘ordered certain criminals 
arrested, and that other criminals 
rnould not be; that they demoted and 
promoted members of the police de- 
partment for political reasons; that 
Husiness has n transacted by. less 
than a quorum of the committee, and 
\hat the city charter and ordinances, 
if reference to election of supernu- 
merary officers to the force, have becn 
lisregarded. 

Armistead. Launches Attack. 

After a short explanation of the 
resolution by the author, Mr. Armi- 
stead launched his attack and con- 
tinued until interrupted by Alderman 
W. B. Hartsfield, who sought to elimi- 
nate all references to personalities by 
both men and to call for a vote on 
(he measure. 

“My character was attacked last 
year by those politically opposed to 
me,” Mr. Armistead stated. ‘While 
i have served on the police board for 
ulmost two years, I have never done 
cuything for wihch I should feel 


; ashamed and have never been aécused 


of irregularities except by those who 
uave fought me politeally. 

“However, during the recent may- 
oralty campaigh, one of the scum of 
the city took mé@ to task and accused 
me unjustly of things over which I 
Lad no control, in addition to in- 
timating other matters which neith- 
er he, nor anyone else, ever could 
tubstantiate. 

Attacked on Every Side. 

“This year [I have been attacked 

behind closed doors, in secret sessions 
énd by mer whose charucter would 
uot be half as good as mine if I were 
guilty of the things of which they 
“accuse me, 
_ “IT have been told that a certain 
infamous Atlanta woman, two disrepu- 
table lawyers, and Dr. Aven have at- 
tempted to induce loose women to 
swear’ that I, with another member 
of the police committee, have visited 
their houses. Any man who would 
seek affidavits from such women 1s 
as low, vile and disreputable as they 
are, 

“Any man who insinuates that I 
protected such: houses or prevented 
members of the police department 
from arresting anyone, is a liar, 
and 2 liar of the commonest va- 
riety. It is a shame and a disgrace 
that any member of council should 
bring such charges or ask such an in- 
vestigation for political purposes 
alone. Only the dirtiest sort of poli- 
tics prompted introduction of this 
resolution in council. 

Personal Affairs Private. 

“The resolution includes an_at- 
tempt to investigate my private af- 
fairs, and for my private affairs I 
am not answerable to council. In 
such 2 case, I demand that the man 
pay to me, and he shall pay to me. 
| dou’t think that council should be 
burdened with such an investigation, 
and I ask tha the resolution be with- 
drawn,

At this point, Mr. Armistead was 
interrupted by Alderman Hartsfield, 
who rose to a point of order to ex- 
vlain that personalities were improp- 
er. Mr. Hartsfield said he spoke the 
sentiments of general council when he 
said he believed in both Mr. Armis- 
tead and Dr. Aven, in their characters, 
and in their sincerity. He said no 
names were mentioned in the resolu- 
tion, ond asked that both men refrain 
‘rom personalities, 

In conclusion, Mr. Armistead said:

WORLD’S CRIME CENTER. 

It is only necessary to read any of 
the daily newspapers to become con- 
vinced that this country was never 


‘more alarmingly in the grip of a 
crime mania than at this moment. 


Immediately following the world 
war the explanation of an abnor- 
mal crime status was that it was the 
result of a reaction from the tense- 
ness of war. But it has been six 
years since the armistice, and the 


' country has become largely recon- 
‘$tructed to peace conditions in so far 


as laws and governmental policy will 
admit. There must be some other 
cause. Even in the memorable days 
Of relaxation in 1919, ’20 and ’21, 
with the business pendulum swing- 
ing from one extreme to another, 
the crime wave was not as pro- 
nounced as it is today. No other 
nation on earth stacks up ‘against 
the United States in per capita 
crime statistics. Crime costs the 
taxpayers of greater Atlanta nearly 
$2,000,000 a year, not to count the 
ill effects of unenviable reputation 
that follows, or the sorrow and 
Mental anguish that such a record 
necessarily produces. 

We glance through a paper at 
the breakfast table, or after dinner, 
and we are almost stunned by a 
veritable cataclysm of homicides— 
son killing father,’ husband killing 
wife, wife killing husband, bandits 
killing their victims—and a perfect 
floodtide of smaller crimes are 
omitted from the publication for 
lack of space. 

The other day an ecclesiastical 
body somewhere in this country 


‘severely criticized daily papers for 


printing so much crime news. The 
criticism was wrongly placed. The 
function of a newspaper is to pub- 
lish the news, and the papers print 
the news of crimes because the 
commission of crimes — major 
crimes with great human equations 
and appeals involved—simply mon- 
opolize the news. The criticism 


‘should be at the conditions, be they 


social, political, national, or what 
not, that permits such a flood tide 
of crime as we now See. 


beries and highway banditry as con- 
fined to the. western frontiers as 
civilization moved through the wil- 
derness. Now such crimes are com- 
mitted almost daily in the oldest 
states of the union, and in the 


“thronged avenues of crowded cities. 


We used to acquiesce in the law 
of the west that executed a horse 
thief. Today the automobile has 


largely supplanted the horse, and 


about the only person who thinks 
about an automobile theft is the 
owner who has become a’ victim. 
We used to regard a murder as a 
horrible example of sectional de- 


pravity and one such crime would be | 


the chief subject of conversation 
for several wéeks in one entire sec- 
tion of a state. Today a murder 
is as commonplace as a fist-fight at 


_ the polling places in the old elec-

In a recent discussion of the method 
of operating for hallux valgus, > 
ularly coiled bunion, Dr. John L. Por- 
ter, of Chicago, referred to the value 
of a dressing after the operation 
which includes a suitable pad and 
other provisions to preserve the trans- 


verse arch of the foot. Whereupon 
Dr, Melvin S. Henderson, of Roches- 
ter, Minn., remarked that “all this 
talk about the transverse arch is 
more or less nonsense. It dves nut 
make much difference what one docs 
to it. It exists only in anatomic 
drawings.” And then lest Dr. Por- 
ter still have his doubts, Dr. Albert 
H. Freiberg, of Cincinnati, closed the 
discussion by saying bluntly: “Dr. 
Porter errs in stating that he restores 
ithe transverse arch, because there is 
no such entity. ‘The transverse arch 
is maintained wholly by muscle action. 
When the toes.are wel] flexed there 
is a transverse arch, and when they 
are extended it disappears.”

The 100th anniversary of Joseph 
Aspdin’s experiment. producing artifi- 
cial stoné, yellow like the rock from 
the quarries of Portland, is marked by 
the erection in Leeds by the Ameri- 
can cement manufacturers of a me- 
morial tablet to one “who made the 
whole world his debtor.” 

“Greater tribute to the vision of 
Joseph Aspdin are endless white rib 
bons of concrete highways, the annual 
increase of which in the United 
States alone would build three con- 
tinnous Lincoln highways from New 
York to San Francisco,” says a _ bul- 
letin of the National Geographic so- 
ciety from its headquarters in Wash 
ington, D. C. 

‘Cheops’ great pyramid at Gizeh

duced in 27 states, the Lehigh valley 
of Pennsylvania is the Pozzuoli of the 
United States. Silica, calcium and 
alumina are the necessary cement in- 


'gredients which are contained in rock 


formations ‘made to order’ in this val- 
ley. The cement’ industry is the 
fourth largest user of coal and this 
fuel is also convenient. Often cement 
manufacturers use slag from blast fur- 
naces also near-by, so the setting of 
the Lehigh valley is quite as ideal as 
the iron ore and coal seam union of 
Birmingham, Ala. Freight rates on 
the heavy natural weight of cement 
tends to spread out the industry some 
what. 

“Crushers in the Lehigh valley take 
blasted rocks as large as 5 feet wide, 
3 feet high and 10 feet long and 
munch them readily into bits. Other 
teeth grind the stone to powder which 
is mixed with water to form a sloppy 
‘slurry.’ Under air pressure this is 
blown into the man-made volcano, a 
cement kiln, the largest of which is

(1,600 looms operated every day of the 
year. Woven in ope piece, 30 inches 
wide, the cloth that goes into these 
‘sacks would unroll for 17,000 miles. 
| “Much as the Roman aqueducts 
, were the necessity that mothered the 
invention of the first hydraulic ce- 
ment, canals have produced modern 
cement. Aspdin's Portland cement 
was trst used, extensively in the 
Thames tunnel. .Early American ce- 
ment factories can be traced by early 
American canals notably the Erie 
canal which popularized the product 
in the United States. 

“Aside from its «rreplaceable value 
for a thousand uses, Portland cement 
is saving millions of dollars to civili- 
zation by cutting down the require-

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the 27.6 pounds necessary on a level 
stretch of concrete. 


Z Matting Steel and Cement. 

A French gardener’s flowerpot 
with imbedded metal parts was the 
simple origin of reinforced concrete 
whose vast possibilities are sounded 
scarcely more than the mysteries of 
the heavens. Steel and cement, experts 
find, are happily mated. As in all good 
families the qualities one lacks the 
other has. Concrete is noted for re 
sisting compression and does not easi- 
ly break down under batterings of 
weather. Steel protected by. cement 
will not rust away and its elasticity 
makes possible an ideal building ma- 
terial, strong, light, permanent, fire- 
proof and yet not brittle, 

“The highest monument to con- 
cretes value is a great chimney In 
Japan 15 feet higher than the Wash- 
ington monument. It withstands fre- 
quent earthquakes. Lorado ‘Taft's 
towering statue to ‘Black Hawk’ 
above Oregon, IIl., is a“”frue monu- 
ment. to concrete. The material is 
used ‘for levees on the Mississippi. It 
is shot from guns for broad surfaces, 
Ships and barges have been made with 
it. Skyscrapers find it a stout 
|foundation. Farms alone use nearly

In the power and light industry there has been a marked tendency 

of late among large companies to segregate the manufacturing and the 
distributing ends of their business. Many organizations are providing 
themselves with additional power by the formation of separate power- 
manufacturing companies. Such companies to finance their construction 
yell their own securities. These properties are then either leased to the 
parent company, for operation, for a term of years and a compensation 
adequate to care for their, outstanding securities, or they may operate as 
producing companies, selling their output under long contracts entirely to 
the parent organization or partly to other companies. This type of 
wholesale company when properly financed provides a wholly desirable 
investment security. 

The pure type of distributing companies (which purchase all of 
their power from wholesalers) form the minority group of companies 
selling power and light to the consumer. A number of corporations serv- 
ing small communities purchase all or a great part of their power. In 
most cases large companies which mainly, purchase power obtain it from 
producers with which-they are directly or indirectly affiliated. It is not 
improbable, therefcre, that the désirableness of the obligations of these 
companies is sometimes not alone measuréd by the ratio of physical prop- 
erty securing them, but they may attain added strength by reason of the 
company’s Strategic importance to a gfeater utility system. 

The majority of operating power and light companies both produce 
and sell énergy. to the consumer. They have complete facilities within 
themselves. They may purchase some part of their energy or sell some 
at wholesale; they are, however, to no great extent either dependent upon 
other companies’ production or upon wholesale demand. The securities 
of these companies make up the largest group of power and light in- 
vestments and among them are some of the soundest power and light 
bonds available. 

Pooling of resources in the power and light industry is a develop- 
ment which is now being steadily perfected. This system of intercon- 
necting huge power plants, which may or may not belong to the same 
system, is providing a method of economy which would indicate poten-

tialities of tremendous importance to the industry. Interchange of power 
between great plants and great systems should be the means of making 


experts look for a new era of American industrial progress. The economies |

l am reminded of the story by the 
fluctuations recorded last week. Their 
range has not been wide, but as they 
are not attributable to any change in 
essential conditions they can only be 
explained upon the theory that .abso- 
lute stability is impossible in the case 
of a commodity that is so “tempera- 
mental.” 

Early in the week some strength de- 
veloped on reports of frost in several 
sections of the belt and fairly heavy 
buying by spinners both here and 
abroad, but on Friday the gain was 
wiped out by a decline attributed to 
the favorable weather and an estimate 
issued by a prominent New Orleans 
firm placing the crop at 13,100,000 
bales, 

That the frost has done any real 
harm is doubtful, and each day that 
passes reduces the possibility of any 
serious damage from this source. It 
is somewhat amnsing to learn that ru- 
mors of snow in the cotton belt have 
been current in Léverpool. 

Reports ‘from Lancashire are more 
encouraging and English spinners are 
buying quite freely here. Now that 
the elections in Great Britain are over 
and the conservatives are in the saddle 
again it is expected that trade cond 
tions in England will continue to im- 
prove. The textile industry in Ger- 
many is also reported to be looking up 
and purchases of cotton by the con- 
tinent have latterly been fairly heavy. 

Exports for the geason to date total 
1,886,561 bales, dagainst 1,815,698 
bales for the sdme period in 1928. 
This export demand is perhaps par- 
tially responsible for the steadiness 
of the southern spot markets, which 
are comparatively strong for this time 
of the year, although their stability is 
undoubtedly due more to light offer- 
ings than to the demand. So far this 
senson cotton has not been pressed for 
sale af® the primary markets, the 
abundance of credit making it possible 


for growers to hold back a good part 
of their production. . 

Meantime textile operations on this 
side of the water have _ increased 
slightly, mills are showing a disposi- 
tion to buy a little more freely and if, 
as now seems almost certain, the 
presidential election on Tuesday is 
decisive, it is to be expected that 
American spinners will take advantage 
of any further declines to add to their 
stocks in a conservative way. 


But unless a real boom develops in 
the cotton manufacturing industry 
here and abroad there probably will be 
enough of the raw material to go 
around this season. No such boom 
appears to be in sight, and with the 
crop movement gradually gaining mo- 
mentum and a sufficieney of cotton in 
prospect, any substantial advance in 
the cotton market would seem to be 
unwarranted at this time. 


Opposition to the mutifarious crop 
reports issued by the department of 
agriculture is meanwhile growing 
rapidly. The National Wholesale 
Dry Goods association has addressed 
an open letter to its members solicit- 
ing their individual cooperation in 
placing the matter before their sena- 
tors and congressmen for considera- 
tion. The president of the New Or- 
leans Cotton exchange has written to 
all the other cotton exchanges of the 
country asking them to demand the 
abolition of these unnecessary and 
confusing estimates, 

Many of them have already. acted 
on the suggestion, and it is to be 
hoped that the cumulative force of all 
these protests will compel congress to 
order the discontinuance of the reports 
that are causing so much _ unsettle- 
ment. not only in the market for raw 
cotton, but in the cotton manufac- 
turing industry and dry goods trade 
as well. 

Officials of the department of agri- 
culture are understood to be prepar- 
ing a statement in defense of the re- 
ports. Announcement bas been made 
that thee department will issue no 
more cotton “pars” this year, and the 
forthcoming November e¢ondition re- 
ports will be compiled without ref- 
erence to pars.

The death sentences were carried 
out after the Washington government 
had insisted that the two men mnst 
receive the extreme penalty despite 
a decision by the Persian cabinet to 
commute their sentences. A _ third 
man found guilty and séntenced to 
death was executed some time ago.

words, can she organize a_ business 
in which she will employ other *peo- 
ple or must she herself be employed’ 

In considering this question § she 
should also ~ nsider here own caa- 
bilities. There are some people who, 
irrespective of the amount ¢ ital 
they might have, should never at- 
tempt to run or organize a_ business. 

They may do splendid work when di- 

rected and be capable of earning a 

great deal of money in this way, but 

not have the initiative nor organiz- 
ing ability nor the power to direct 
and control other people. However, 
some women who did not have this 
power when first starting work have

often see women who begin by being 

employed and who eventually become 

high executives. The lines of work I 

am foing to speak of are practicaliy 

all lines in which one could either 
start for one’s self or be employed by 
people who have already started them. 

Every now and then in hearing of 
new fields which women have entered 
one realizes that if they are imagina- 
tive they can bring something new 
and of value to many businesses, For 
instance, there is a gas company atl 

Coney Island which furnishes gas for

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It is a rare thing when an Atlanta 
audience remains silent in its seats, 


after the final curtain of an 

and, oreathless from the onmibin ef. 
fect of thrill, suspense, and perfect il- 
lusion—wrought by the skill of the 
playwright and the finished art of two 
of the greatest actors of the day— 
waits for a curtain call to finally 
bring them back to realization in a 
storm of spontaneous applause. 

Yet that is what happened last 
night, at the conclusion of “Foot 
Loose,” the vehicle which brought to 
the Atlanta theater, for half-week en- 
gagement, two stch genuine luminar- 
ies of the Stage as Margaret Anglin 
and William Faversham. The play, 
writtea by Zoe Akins, began slowly. 
It WAs pleasant comedy in the first 
act. The second act developed the 
problen and ended with a hint of 
melodrama, And the third act swept 
forward in fast tensity, until the end. 
in a bit of stark, raw tragedy that 
lifted every auditor into rapt forget- 
fulness, 

Two Great Actors. 

Miss Anglin, while she has oppor- 
tunity throughout for a characteriza- 
tion which demanded artistic ability 
bevond the scope of all but a few 
living women of the stage. did not 
reach her opportunity for full exempli- 
fication of her training and capacity 
until that last act. But when her “big 
scene” did arrive, it was worth al! 
the waiting. It gave to us who saw 
her, a moment of stage drama which 
will always remain as a high light 
in memories theatrical. Moments of 
such tensity of emotional expression 
are not many on the modern stage. 

Mr. Faversham, charming. able, ade 
quate as ever, brings. in his work, a 
reminder of that finished art of an 
older schoo] which, it is unfortunate 
to realize, is practically unknown 
among the newer generation of actors. 
Ifis voice alone is a delight in its in- 
tonation, its mellow ripeness and its 
charm, His role in this play is not. 
in one sense dramatic. That is to 
say, it is not noisy or eccentric. There 
is nothing emphatie about the part. 
But instead it calls for the emphasis 
of restraint, for the work of a per- 
sonalitv that projects its power across 
the footlights by perfect finish, rather 
than by mechanical effects. And there- 
hy a more difficult, and at the same 
time, far greater piece of work.

Sparkling Dialogue. 


The lines are ‘sparkling and bril- 
liant. Some of the cleverest bits of dia- 
logue ever written for the stage are 
in thig play. Sometimes they are wit- 
ty, sometimes -philosophie, and some- 
times touched with romance. But al- 
ways they are scintillating. 

Of the company supporting Miss 
Anglin and Mr. Faversham, nothing 
can ve said that is not in praise. Just 
because it has become the program 
custom, let us take them in order of 
appearance: 

Paul Dorcasi, as “Prince Malleotti” 
presents a vivid colorful character. It 
is somewhat st®reotyped, but it is the 
only type the situation could permit. 

Edith Campbell Walker, as “Alice 
Verney,” has, after the two star roles, 
the heuviest character in the play. She 
handled a quiet role in. convincing 
manner ‘and succeeded in making the 
character live. 

Gerirude Hitz, as “Rose de Bris- 
sac,” does not have much to do. But, 
as the spoilt younger sister, inclined 
to presume a little on her own sor- 
rows, she looks and acts the part. 

Stapleton Kent as “Pietro,” is ade- 
quate in a butler role. 

Mrs. Edmund Gurney as 
Phillis Nelson,” also plays a 
part sufficiently well. 

Charlie, White as “Barrato” is the 
melodramatie ingredient in the plot. 
He locks melodrama and _ his voice 
speaks melodrama. Which is what he 
is there to do. 

Qne Beautiful Scene, 

Only one scene is used during the 
three acts, a living-room in a Roman 
apartinent. It is beautiful in simple 
austerity. The gowns of the women in 
the third act are like samples in a 
mannequin parade, They brought 
audible comment from all the women 
in last night’s audience. 

All in all, there is nothing which 
ean honestly be left unsaid in praise 
of a delightful evening’s entertain- 
ment. It is, of course, entertainment 
of the theater, but of a theater which 
is, unfortunately, rare today. A the- 
ater which was made great by artists 
who tock their art seriously, who 
brought a lifetime of constant study 
and effort to the perfection of their 
art. 

Such artists are few in number. 
There are two of them here for us to 
see, hear, enjoy and laud this week. 
If we do not Jaud them as they de- 
serve, the criticism will be, not of 
them’ nor of their» work, but of our 
own czvpacity to appreciate what ie 
really great in things of the theater

With this remark his friends be- 
lieved he referred to the criticism he 
was said to have incurred for his op- 
position to the Steuben society, a na- 
tional organization of 4;erman-Ameri- 
cans, during the political campaign. 
Mr. Hackel was an: ardent supporter 
of President Coolidge. 

Mr. Hackell was bor nin Germany 
and caine to this country more than 
thirty years ago. He was 55 years 
old. At the outbreak of the Spanish- 
American war he joined battery A of 
the Missouri national guard and be- 
came a volunteer war correspondent, 
Upon his ‘return he was employed on 
the staff of The Westliche Post in 
1899. 

Hignt years later he was made city 
editor and held this position for seven 
years, being made editor in 1914. 
When The Westliche Post was sepa- 
rated from The Times and a separate 
organization was formed in 1919 Mr. 
Hackel was made its president, re- 
taining his position as editor-in-chief, 

Mr. Hackel was rated as one of the 
leading German language authors of 
the country. His “Operetten-Feldzug,” 
in which he described in a comic:al 
vein his war experience and “Briefe 
Eines Eingewanderten” (letters of an 
immigrant) were two works that re- 
ecived widest attention.

Details Perfected. 


All details of the campaign organ!- 
ration have been perfected and work- 
ers are awaiting orders to go.
